Claims 1,28,45-82.85.87.90,91.93,96.98.99.101. 103.107.110.116. 121.125. 
130,133,134,136,139-140,149-151 and 156 are pending. Amendments are entered. 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1, 28, 45-81 and 151 drawn to the vitamin D compounds and composition. 

II. Claims, 82, 85, 87,90-91, 93, 96, 98-99, 101, 103, 107, 1 10, 1 16, 121, 125, 130, 
133-134, 136, 139-140 and 149-151 drawn to method of using the compounds. 

III. Claim 156, drawn to a package formulation. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

1 . Inventions I and inventions II and III are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that 
product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case product as claimed can be used in materially 
different process. 

2. Inventions II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, modes of operation, 
and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the different inventions the 
inventions have different modes of operations and different effects. 
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3. 



Inventions I-II is related as process of making and product made, and method for using 



the product. The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that 
the process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) that 
the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 
806.05(f)). In the instant case the product as claimed can be made by another and materially 
different process. 

4. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions 
listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 
serious search and examination burden if restriction were not required because one or more of 
the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification;

3. The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. Where 
applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are subsequently found 
allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of 
the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. All claims directed to a nonelected 
process invention must require all the limitations of an allowable product claim for that process 
invention to be rejoined. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product claims and 
the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process claims will be fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. Thus, to be allowable, the rejoined 
claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 
103 and 112.
